I’m only seventeen years old, and I realize that such a \ 
meagre number of years of life doesn’t entitle me to be called pe 

a sage or an old prophet, but I’m tired of being called a kid. I 
hope that no one will think that I’m becoming swell-headed be- 
cause I voice this thought. Really and sincerely, I’m not. I 
fully realize the limitations my youth brings in lack of ex- 
perience. But, like any other serious teen-ager, I fully ap- 
preciate my status in society and my obligations to my 
country and the people around me. Perhaps I appreciate the 
latter even more than most since I owe a great deal toa 
specific few ... those friends and co-workers who have help- 
ed foster and advance my career. And I know, too, that only 
in a wonderful country like America could a teen-ager be 
given the opportunity to reach toward the pinnacle and find 
the success, at such a young age, that I have humbly found.

In the movie studios I put in a full eight-hour day, three of 
which I spend at the studio school. I spend at least an hour 
every evening with my coach, and I practice singing every 
day.

Joe Jones got with that steady even 
beat and came up with a bomb, and 
the fall-out could be felt all over the 
country. Easy-to-dance-to, easy-to-pick- 
up-the-melody; yes, everyone was talk- 
ing about “You Talk Too Much.” 

Any artist would be in seventh 
heaven, and Joe was; for, his hard 
work and diligence had paid off. He 
now had made his intro with a blast 
and was on his way toward the top.
